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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to amendment filed on 05/24/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Togashi et al. 
(US Patent No.: 4,655,552). 

Regarding claims 26 and 31, referring to Figs. 4 and 8A-8C, Togashi teaches a display 
device (i.e., LCD matrix display), comprising the steps of: forming a pixel portion (47), a driver 
circuit (3, 8) for driving said pixel portion, and a control circuit (4) for controlling a brightness of 
said pixel portion, using a thin film transistor, on a first substrate (3 1); a photosensor (PD) is 
formed on a second substrate (41), fixing said second substrate (41) to said first substrate (31) to 
electrically connect said control circuit with said photosensor (PD) (from col. 5, line 40 to col. 6, 
line 66). 

Regarding claims 27, 28, 32, and 33, Togashi further teaches the pixel portion (47) has at 
least a pixel electrode (DE), a liquid crystal layer (33), and a counter electrode (D) (from col. 5, 
line 40 to col. 6, line 66). 

Regarding claims 29 and 34, the Togashi teaches the photosensors (PD) has photoelectric 
conversion layer comprising amorphous silicon (col. 5, lines 62-68). 
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Regarding claims 30 and 35, Togashi further teaches the display device is incorporated 
into a personal computer (col. 10, lines 54-60). 

4. Claims 1-4 and 9-25 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 9-35 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
